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Four-Speed Transmission Available 


Now in All Chevrolet 1-Ton Trucks 





ETROIT, Nov. 15.—In order to 
enlarge the field of service of 
the trucks manufactured by the 
Chevrolet Motor Company, Sidney 
Corbett, manager of the commer- 
cial car division, today announced 
that a four-speed transmission is 
now available for all Chevrolet 
one-ton types. 

This new transmission, Mr. Cor- 
bett said, will provide 107 per cent. 
greater application of engine power 
than the regularly equipped three- 
speed transmission, and is particu- 
larly adapted to such work as pull- 
ing out of plowed fields, sandpits, 
and similar heavy-duty service. Pro- 
vision ,also is made in it, Mr. Corbett 
said, for a power take-off so that 
the power from the engine may be 
applied to various devices, such as 
hydraulic hoist, pressure units for 
sprayers, pumps, etc. 

“Gear reductions in the three 
higher speeds of the new transmis- 
sion,” he said, “are approximately 
the same as in the standard three- 
speed transmission, the extra fourth 
speed providing a reduction 107 per 
cent. greater than in the standard 
transmission. The new type operates 
and shifts the same as the standard, 
except for an auxiliary attachment 
to the shift lever, which throws the 
fourth speed into gear. 

“The new product was developed 
by Chevrolet engineers and per- 
fected on General Motors proving 
grounds. It is available through 
the Chevrolet dealer organization 
at a cost of $65 installed.”

MOTOR FINANCE. BONDS 
NOT LEGAL INVESTMENT 
IN BANKS IN KANSAS 


Kansas City, Nov. 15—A ruling 
that may have a wide bearing on 
the automotive business in Kansas 
has just been made by the State 
Supreme Court. This decision holds 
that bonds issued by motor finance 
companies are not legal investment 
for banks in the state. 

The court action followed an ap- 
peal by the Security State Bank, 
against an order by Roy L. Bone, 
state finance commissioner, disal- 
lowing a $5,000 General Motors Ac- 
ceptance Corporation bond as an 
asset of the bank.

Detroit, Nov. 15.—Present indi- 
cations are that 1928 will be a 
record year for the motor truck 
industry, and Graham Brothers, 
truck division of Dodge Brothers, 
will be in position to meet the 
greatest demand in its history, ac- 
cording to John R. Lee, general 
sales manager. 

“The Detroit plant has been ex- 
panded by the addition of a new 
assembly line paralleling the old line 
and increasing daily capacity from 
180 to 300 units,” Mr. Lee said. 
“Other manufacturing processes 
have been rearranged to make pos- 
sible more economical operation and 
additional space has been provided 
for storage of materials. 

“An addition to the Stockton, Cal., 
plant has been completed, increasing 
production capacity of that plant to 
about fifty trucks a day. Production 
has begun and will be stepped up 
as rapidly as possible. 

“With the increased capacity of 
the Detroit and Stockton plants plus 
capacity of 100 trucks a day at the 
Evansville plant our truck division 
now has a daily capacity of 500 
trucks and _ commercial cars.’

The element of the mysterious and 
unusual, which has attended the 
whole Ford situation that has been 
an important factor for the past 
half year not only in the automotive 
industry, but in American business 
in general, was strongly present in 
the way this picture and its story 
“broke.” 

F. W. O’Brien, editor of the Brigh- 
ton Argus, a weekly newspaper pub-

Oakland Building 
New Assembly Line 


Special from A. D. N. Detroit Bureau 


Detroit, Nov. 15.—A new assem- 
bly line for production on the 
Pontiac six is being installed in 
the factory at Pontiac at a cost of 
$250,000. 

This will make the third line and 
when completed it will give the fac- 
tory a capacity of one complete 
| Pontiac every thirty seconds, a total 
of 1,080 for a nine-hour day. 

With the present 720 daily pro- 
duction facilities for Oakland cars, 
the combined plants can turn out 
1,800 cars daily or one complete unit 
every eighteen seconds. 

Completion of the buildings of 
the Oakland Motor Car Company 
plants now under construction will 
afford 2,011,600 square feet for Oak- 
land sixes and 1,440,000 square feet 
for Pontiac sixes, the equivalent of a 
20-foot highway, 32.5 miles long.

CARS WRECKED 


Kansas City Dealers 
Approve System 
After Trial

ANSAS CITY, Nov. 15.—The 
United Auto Wrecking Com- 
pany, Kansas City’s dealer-owned 
automobile salvage company, in 
less than six months of operation 
has built up a business where it 
now is handling 85 per cent. of all 
the automobile wrecking and sal- 

vage business in Kansas City. 
That was the statement of Tom 
H. Shugrue, manager of the com- 
pany. The same figures also were 


given at the office of George A. 
Bond, secretary of the Kansas City 
Motor Car Dealers Association. 

The United company, organized 
to give the dealers a 100 per cent. 
guarantee that used cars sold to 

-the company would never again be 
placed in use, has found some diffi- 
culties confronting it in the six 
months it has been in business, but 
the officers of the company and the 
dealer owners believe the worst now 
is over and that the future holds 
much promise. 

For: The dealers now assert that 
they have 60 per cent. fewer used 
cars on hand than a year ago; that 
the prospect who formerly bought a 
used car at $25 to $100 now is buy- 
ing a car at $125 to $250; that their 
Sales rooms and used car lots are 
clear of all junk cars and that the 
whole used car business has been 
oe my hw basis. And they 

e Uni recking Com: 
credit for much of the orn na 
situation. 


W. P. Hemphill, vice-president of 
dealer association, says he al- 
ready has received a 25 per cent. 
“dividend” on his investment in the 
wrecking company in the improved 
used car situation. Many other 
dealers tell the same story. 

The auto salvage companies still 
in business here are crying for 
used cars to salvage. The yards 
of these companies never were so 
well cleaned up. But the United 
company is getting 85 per cent. 
of the cars sold for salvage pur- 
poses, and the junkmen, who for- 
merly put 40 per cent. of the cars 
purchased from dealers back into 
circulation, now are forced to bid 
high to get any cars at all Only 
a few of the dealers now “break 
over” and sell to the independent 
junkmen. 

The United company has been ex- 
panding, and recently purchased all 

the stock and equipment of the 


American Auto Wrecking Company. | 
The men employed by the American | 
experienced salvage | 


company, all 
men, now are employed by the Uni- 
ted company. The United’s force 
now numbers ten men. A building 
has just been erected so that the 
salvage work can be carried on 
throughout the winter. A large pair 
of shears and other equipment also 
has been installed.

OCOUALITY AT LOW Goes 
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‘Morris and Ford | 


T IS a curiously exact parallel, the case of W. R. Morris, 
the British manufacturer of small cars, with that of our | 
own Henry Ford. Morris has made his aim the production | 
of a cheap car on a quantity basis, and despite the fact that) 
his output last year was just about 60,000, against Ford’s! 
high water mark of somewhere around 2,000,000 units, 
Morris has accomplished his aim. Out of a total British} 
production last year of 158,000, Morris was responsible for | 
60,000, which is just about the same proportion of the total 
output in England that Henry Ford accounted for in this 
country. 

Morris got into production on his cars in 1920 and that 
year he turned out about 350 cars. He staked his existence | 
on the introduction of American production methods. He 
copied Ford and other American makers, using a production | 
‘line in the same way that it is employed in this country. By 
this means he was enabled to lift his output to 60,000 in seven | 
years. And Morris decidedly is not “through’’; he is plan- 
ning further development and expansion. The British in- 
dustry this year expects to build something like 300,000 motor | 


vehicles. Of this number Morris will probably account for 
over 100,000. With the sp read of the automotive idea in 
England, it lies quite within the realm of possibility that) 


Morris may eventually raise his production into the hundreds | 
of thousands per annum, exactly as the great American 
manufacturers have done. If any one doubts that England 
will some day be buying more than 1,000,000 motor vehicles 


a year, he has only to look back to the time when such a con- 
summation in this ccountry was considered a fanatic’s 
dream.

Night Trucking | 


PEAKING recently of the increase of motor vehicle regis- | 
tration in New York city and the traffic problems that} 
this increase was bringing, Dr. John A. Harriss, former | 
deputy police commissioner and a keen student of traffic! 
affairs, remarked that “night trucking is a part of the remedy | 
which we shall have to devise.” 
Continuing, Dr. Harriss discussed a proposition that had 
been advanced in this connection: 


“The propesal is that a deliveries to business 
houses between 14th and 58th Streets, whether by | 
freight, express or trucks, be made at night or early 
morning. 

It is pointed out that the proposal would require:— 

“First, that the receiving department of all firms 
within that area be kept open during the night. 

“Second, that the shipping departments of all firms 
dispatching merchandise to any address within that 
area be cperated at night. 

“Third, that night shifts cf freight handlers and 
clerks be maintained at all freight stations and steam- 
ship piers to enable the forward movement of any mer- 
chandise to any address within that area. 

“Fourth, that trucking service generally be reor- 
ganized to meet the demands of both day and night 
service.” ¢ 

There is considerable opposition among merchants to this 
idea of relegating part of the necessary carrying of freight 
through the streets to night. This is natural, but the traffic 
situation which confronts us, not only in New York but -in 
every other big city, is rapidly reaching such a critical stage 
that remedies must be devised and many of these palliative 
measures will seem unpleasantly drastic when we firrt try 
them. Certainly night trucking is worth serious considera-

Rotzell Reports on Merchandising 
Services of N.S. P. A. at Convention 








Cleveland, Nov.:15.—The meth- 
ods by which the “gospel of bet- 


ter merchandising” was Spread . 


throughout the country during the 
last year were reported to the 
first general session of the Na- 
tional Standard Parts Association 
Convention yesterday by E. P. 
Rotzell, chairman. 

The report included a summary 
of the year’s work of Tom O. Dug- 
gan, merchandise service director 
of the association. The program 
included such important activities 
as merchandising methods, reduc- 
tion of overhead, consideration ob- 
solescence and the successful carry- 
ing out of a proposed merchandising 
program. 

Rotzell reported that as a result 
of the committee’s work the asso- 
ciation’s standardized system of 
bookkeeping and stock control had 
been installed in seventeen job- 
bers’ establishments in the United 
States and one in Australia, with 
experience thus far proving the 
systems a success. Another task 
was the survey of distribution 
points in the United States and 
Canada, upon which much favor- 
able comment has been received 
from manufacturers. 

Rotzell also reported that the 


campaign to introduce standard- 
ization into bus parts was making 
good headway, partly as a result of 
the demonstration display at the 
American Electric Railway Associa- 
tion exhibition here early in Oc- 
tober. 

“Greatest work of the committee, 
however,” Rotzell said, “was spon-

Rotzell said Duggan’s -work, 
summarized, had included visits 
in thirty-seven weeks to seventy- 
three cities, calls on ninety-one

WISCONSIN BUS. 


State Official Warns 
Convention as to 
Commission Rules 


TEVENS POINT, Wis., Nov. 15. 
—Bus operators face revoca- 
tion of their permits to operate in 
Wisconsin if they do not submit 
to all of the regulations prescribed 
by the State Railroad Commission, 
the convention of the Wisconsin 
Motor Coach Association was told 
here by L. P. Atwood, director of 
. the auto transportation division of 
the commission. 

Some of the things which Atwood 
explained he deemed necessary for 
adequate and reasonable service 
are :— 

Close adherence to schedules filed 
with the commission. 








Terminal facilities should in most ~ 


cases be provided where waiting pas- 
sengers need not consider them- 
selves intruders. 

Sanitary facilities should be made 
available at a sufficient number of 
way stations. 

Proper attention should be given 
to heating and ventilation, so that 
an otherwise comfortable ride is not 
spoiled by reason of exhaust gas 
fumes. 

Sanitary drinking facilities should 
be provided on the bus at frequent 
intervals. 

C. M. Larson, chief engineer of 
the railroad commission, gave spe- 
cific instances where inexperienced 
bus drivers were responsible for the 
death and injury of scores of per- 
sons. 

At the convention there were 150 
representatives of practically every 
organized motor transportation com- 
pany in the state, operating buses 
over more than 3,000 miles of route.

that the Administration 
forces will confine this cut to 
$225,000,000. 

Chairman Green of the House 
Committee today told the Automo- 
tive Daily News that he was un- 
able at this time to state positively 
what the committee ultimately 
would recommend in respect to 
lopping off a total of about $66,- 
000,000 in taxes collected on the 
sale of. motor cars. 

He pointed out that while mem- 
bers of the committee, both Repub- 
licans and Democrats, individually | 
feel that the position of the automo- 
tive industry, coupled with the con- 
sumer interests, merits every con- 
sideration and is admittedly well 
taken, the amount involved is 
wholly contingent upon the totals of 
the major reductions that are pro- 
posed. 

Senator Reed Smoot, chairman of 
the Finance Committee, is also of 
the same mind, but takes the 
attitude that his committee must) 
be guided first of all by the recom-/| 
mendations of the House committee, | 
and in turn the action on the meas- 
ure after it is considered on the| 
floor of the House. 

In the meantime, while the or- 
ganized automotive interests have 
presented a solid front in their 
demand for repeal, the action of 
the House with regard to the 3 
per cent. tax undoubtedly will be 
influenced by the insistent de- 
mands of the agricultural bloc 
as represented by the American 
Farm Federation Bureau and al- 
lied organizations. 

In other words members of the 
House are more anxious to abide 
by the wishes and dictates of the 
farmers than they are by the auto-. 
motive manufacturers, with the ex- 
ception of the delegation from 
Michigan. 

Confidently, there is no denying 
the fact that members of Congress 
appear skeptical, and rather cynical, 
of the automotive industry’s plea, 
and would rather determine their 
action upon the wishes of the farm- 
ing interests. 

Senator Smoot, who has been) 
personally advocating a $300,000,000 
tax cut, today came to the conclu- | 
sion that it would be safer to con- 
fine the reduction to $225,000,000, 
the maximum amount recently 
recommended by Secretary of the 
Treasury Mellon and since ap- 
proved by President Coolidge. 

This means that an agreement, 
if reached in the House Ways and 
Means Committee, will send the 
new revenuc bill to the floor of the 
House with the prospects of the 
motor tax repeal seriously jeopar- 
dized. A difference of $75,000,000 
in the size of the cut, in other 
words, would have the effect of 
blocking repeal of the $66,000,000 
of the automobile excise tax, un- 
less the committee is able to offset 
this amount by reductions in other 
forms of taxation. 

Furthermore, it is pointed out 
that the $225,000,000 reduction, as 
sponsored by the Treasury, would not 
take into effect the repeal of the 
excise tax on motor cars. As a con- 
sequence, the House committee may 
arrive at a compromise by cutting 
the rates on theater taxes and auto- 
mobiles and other commodities still 
eee with the war-time excise 
evy. 


SEES FEW CARS ABROAD 


Cleveland, Nov. 15.—“When one 
observes how few automobiles there 
are abroad, relative to those in 
America, and how scarce are the 
luxuries and conveniences that are 
commonplace here, it is difficult to 
doubt that vast untouched markets 
lie right at the door of European 
industry,” says J. G. Geddes, vice- 
president of the Union Trust Com- 
pany here, who has just returned 
from a business trip abroad. In ad- 
dition, these foreign markets 
beckon the American manufac- 
turer, he states.

Los Angeles, Nov. 15.—The ac- 
companying table of new pas- 
senger car registration figures of 
nine well-distributed important 
trade centers up to the end of 
August, 1927, to my mind gives a 
visualization of what has really 
happened in the retail automobile 
industry in the first eight months 
of this. year; for the districts 
named probably account for about 
one-sixth of this year’s total sales 
in this period. 

The cities covered in this survey | 
are New York, Chicago, Los Angeles, | 
Detroit, Cleveland, Philadelphia, St. 
Louis, Cincinnati and Indianapolis. | 

The crux of the whole trade situa- | 
tion this year has, of course, been 
the practical standstill in Ford pro- 
duction and sales for at least half 
of the eight-month period. Yet it| 
will be seen from the table that 
there has been a total sales loss of | 
only 13.3 per cent., Ford losses in- | 
cluded, and that the nine trade! 
sacenters named have come within| 

39,391 of making up the entire Ford | 

loss in these markets and that six} 

out of nine of them show net gains| 
over Ford losses. 

It will be noted from the table 
that ten of the twenty-four makes 
showed increases, the largest being 
Chevrolet, 22,390; Pontiac, 8,181; Es- 
sex, 6,163. The three biggest gains 
from a percentage standpoint were 
Reo, 162.3; Marmon, 147.6; Pontiac, 
130.3.

@ gross margin of at least 25 per 
cent. he cannot exist. 


The convention went on record 
favoring co-operation with the 
better business bureau to elimi- 
nate unfair practices and recom- 
mended exchange of credit infor- 
mation and discussed proper 
methods of handling accounts. 
Tire manufacturers will be urged 

to continue co-operation with the 
association and members in estab- 
lishing National accounts and will 
be requested to consult with the or- 
ganization before opening new ac- 
counts and to check up present Na- 
tional buyers to ascertain whether 
or not they are all entitled to Na- 
tional prices.
